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Traders unite to

SHOPKEEPERS have joined 
forces in a bid to boost footfall in 
their street and protect indep¬ 
endent shops 

Traders, business owners and the 
City of Ely Council held a meeting 
on Monday to generate ideas aimed 
at rejuvenating Ely’s Forehill and 
enticing more shoppers to the area. 

Among the plans mooted are erecting 
decorative metal archways across each end 
of the hill with ‘Forehill’ inscribed on them 
and creating more signs to point shoppers in 
the direction of the street. 

Traders are also keen to enhance the 
current street furniture by providing more 
seating areas, cycle racks and tourist 
information boards. 

Cllr Elaine Griffin-Singh, who is also 
chairman of the Ely Traders’ Association, 
said the meeting went “extremely well”. She 
said: “It was organised following the 
approval of Sainsbury’s plans to come to 
Lisle Lane. 

“As part of the plans, a footpath will be 
built through The Vineyards to connect the 
supermarket to the city centre, although we 
did try our hardest to have it built along 
Forehill instead. 

“Now we want to make some changes to 
make sure people don’t forget what Forehill 
has to offer as there really is a lot here.”

ENTRIES for one of Ely’s biggest 
sporting events are now open. 

The 2010 Triathlon and Aquathlon 
will be held on Sunday, September 5 
at The King’s School. 

The newly-formed Ely Tri-Club is 
organising the event this year 
alongside Ely’s swimming and cycling 
clubs to raise awareness of their 
sports. 

Organiser Kevin Chalmers said: 
“We have been humbled by the 
generosity of local businesses and the 
two Rotary clubs, who have pledged 
to support this community sporting 
event once again. 

“Each year we have had more and 
more kids entering so we are hoping 
for a record number of entries this 
year. 

“These are not just events for 
hardened athletes - we already have 
entries from people wanting a new 
challenge and from others just 
wanting to join in the fun.” 

The triathlon will include a 400m 
swim, 25km cycle and 5km run and 
will be limited to 36 places. Comp¬ 
etitors must be aged 16 or over.

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Drink-drive mother 
had children in car 


A MOTHER caught drink¬ 
driving with five young 
children in her car has been 
banned from the road. 

Emma Hartley, 37, was more 
than twice the legal limit when she 
had her three children, aged 11, 7 
and 5, and two of her parents’ 
neighbours’ children in the vehicle. 

Hartley took the youngsters 
roller skating at the Paradise Centre 
in Ely on the evening of fune 4 and 
“popped” over to the pub while 
they were supervised. 

CCTV operators became con¬ 
cerned and called the police. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: 
“Officers caught up with the 
vehicle, which was Miss Hartley’s 
parents’Vauxhall Zafira, outside the 
Spar shop in Ely’s High Street. 

“It was parked outside and when 
she came out of the shop, they 
confronted her. They could see she

was flushed in the face and she 
smelt strongly of alcohol. 

“There were five children in the 
car at the time.” 

Tests showed she had 88 micro- 
grams of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath - the legal limit is 35 micro- 
grams. 

Hartley pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court to drink-driving 
and told the bench she was “absol¬ 
utely mortified” by her actions. 

Unrepresented in court, she said: 
“I was visiting my parents in 
Soham during half term and 
decided to take my children and 
two of their neighbours’ children 
skating in Ely. 

“I just popped over to the pub 
while they were skating and had 
two pints of cider. 


“I don’t usually drink because I 
can’t afford to but I do tend to have 
one or two when I’m visiting my 
parents. I’ve been clean for eight 
years now but I did have a drug 
problem too so just try and avoid 
alcohol. 

“I realised the moment that I got 
behind the wheel to come home 
that the alcohol had hit me so I 
drove round to the Spar shop to get 
some credit. 

“I wanted to phone my parents 
to tell them that I wasn’t fit to drive 
back but on my way out the police 
stopped me. 

“I am absolutely mortified by my 
actions -1 have let so many people 
down.” 

Hartley, of Concorde Way, Surrey 
Quays, London, was disqualified 
from driving for 20 months. 

She was also fined £200, ordered 
to pay £40 court costs and £15 
victim surcharge.

roadworks 

A KEY road in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is to be closed 
for resurfacing and repair 
works. 

Sections of the A142 Ely 
Road and Sutton bypass 
are to be resurfaced, with 
work starting on Monday 

The road will be closed 
from 7pm-6am for six 
nights for the work to be 
carried out overnight and 
drivers are being warned 
about possible delays. 

However, the road will 
be open during the day 
and access to properties 
will be maintained at all 
times. 

The £145,000 scheme is 
being carried out by cont¬ 
ractors for Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

Local diversions will 
operate when the road is 
shut. 

The contractor will then 
move on to the section 
between the Sutton/Elean 
Business Park roundabout 
and the Mepal village turn 
from Wednesday, July 14. 

The nightime resurfac¬ 
ing is expected to take four 
nights to complete at a cost 
of £244,000. 

Again, the road will be 
closed overnight with local 
diversions.

Death of curator 
and art historian 

A FAMOUS art historian has died at the age 
of 68. 

Carola Hicks, curator of the Stained Glass 
Museum in Ely, died at her home in 
Cambridge last Wednesday after contracting 
cancer. 

She was the author of several historical 
biographies, and is probably best known for 
her most recent book, The King’s Glass: a 
Story of Tudor Power and Secret Art. It 
detailed the history of the stained glass of 
King’s College chapel. 

Picked as Radio 4’s Book of the Week, it 
was described by historian Peter Ackroyd as 
“in miniature the story of the nation”. 

She taught history of art to adult and 
undergraduate students at Cambridge for 
more than 30 years, and was a fellow and 
director of studies at Newnham College. 

She is survived by her husband and two 
children. 

A spokesman for the Stained Glass 
Museum said: “Carola joined the museum at 
a critical time in its development, bringing 
with her a great knowledge of art history and 
a high level of professionalism. 

“As the museum’s third curator she 
developed the first catalogues of the stained 
glass collection which are still an invaluable 
resource today, and throughout her time as 
curator she was dedicated to the promotion 
of the museum and its work. 

“Her book, The King’s Glass: A Story of 
Tudor Power and Secret Art, brought stained 
glass into the public eye in a way that was 
unprecedented in this country. 

“She captured the imaginations of a wider 
audience and gave stained glass a national 
platform for recognition and appreciation. 

“Carola is still remembered in the 
museum with fondness and she will be sadly 
missed.” 


Memorial tree hit 
by ‘sick’ vandals

A FAMILY has been left shocked 
and saddened after mindless yobs 
destroyed a tree planted in 
memory of their son. 

Hilda and Sam Pease, from Little 
Downham, planted an ash tree in Ely’s 
award-winning Jubilee Gardens as a way of 
remembering their son Ken. 

Ken died 42 hours after contracting 
meningitis when he was just 18 years old 
and Monday marked the 24th anniversary 
of his death. But it was also the day the 
couple, of Ely Road, learned that the tree 
had been so badly damaged that it would 
have to be removed. 

It is the second time vandals have 
damaged the tree.

Mrs Pease, 63, said: “I can’t believe it’s 
happened again. Whoever did this 
obviously didn’t read the plaque beside the 
tree and realise how much it means to us. 

“It’s not just a tree, it’s a way for us and 
others to remember Ken and to have that 
destroyed is so sad. 

“I would like whoever’s responsible to 
personally apologise to us but I doubt that 
will ever happen.” 

The tree was vandalised on Friday night 
and workmen started removing it over the 
weekend. 


The family said it planned to plant 
another. Mrs Pease said: “We lived in Broad 
Street, Ely, at the time of Ken’s death and 
where the tree is planted was his little 
walkway through to the Cutter Inn. 

“It just seemed so appropriate to plant it 
there. I just wish people would think twice 
before doing this sort of thing again - it’s not 
nice for the families involved.” 

Linda Adams, a member of the Ely 
Riverside Association, was one of the first 
people to spot the vandalism. 

She told the Weekly News : “It is sick, sad 
and disgusting when something like that 
happens. 

“It shows a total lack of respect for public 
property and is terrible for a family 
believing they had a memorial to their son 
that would proudly bear his name for many 
years.”

Confidence boost for 
mums to breastfeed 


Mums are celebrating 
laws to encourage them 
to feed their babies in 
public. JORDAN DAY 
asks why breastfeeding 
is better than the bottle. 


A new law has been 
introduced to 
encourage mums to 
breastfeed in public 
without fear of 
harassment. 

Under the Equality Act, coming 
into force in the autumn, mothers 
who wish to breastfeed in public 
can do so with confidence. 

Discriminating against a 
woman breastfeeding in public 
has been unlawful for more than 
30 years, but this new law makes 
it explicit that it is unlawful to 
take action against breastfeeding 
mums in places like cafes, 
swimming pools, shops and 
public transport. 

The aim is to finally remove 
any hostility to breastfeeding. 

Pro-breastfeeding mums and 
organisations across the region 
are celebrating the move, 
following years of campaigning to 
get the law passed. 

They also want to promote the 
health benefits that breastfeeding 
gives babies, such as protection 
from gastroenteritis, chest and 
ear infections, diabetes and 
allergies. It also lowers the chance 
of the youngster becoming obese 
in later life. 

Mothers also have more 
protection from some cancers 
and from weak bones in later life. 

In Ely, members of the Isle of 
Ely National Childbirth Trust 
(NCT) branch were out in force 
last week to celebrate the new 
legislation, organising a picnic for 
mums and youngsters. 

Sarah Bell, chairwoman of the 
branch, said: “It’s fantastic that 
mums now have the right to 
breastfeed when they are out and 
about without worrying. 

“Research has shown that two 
in three breastfeeding mums 
have faced unsupportive 
comments or behaviour, so this 
new law protecting a mother’s 
right to breastfeed in public is a 
real boost.

“It is also a huge benefit to 
babies’ health and wellbeing. 
What breastfeeding mothers need 
now is places to welcome them 
and make them feel comfortable.” 

Peacocks Tearooms in Ely and 
Costa Coffee in the city’s Tesco 
branch served a free tea or coffee 
to any mums feeding their babies 
on their premises throughout last 
week’s national Breastfeeding 
Week. 

And according to NHS East of 
England, the number of mothers 
breastfeeding their babies is on 
the increase. 

Figures show that across the 
region, 72.2 per cent of mothers 
started breastfeeding their 
newborn babies in hospital in 
2009/10, compared to 68.5 per 
cent in 2006/07. 

But by the time the babies were 
eight weeks old, just 44.9 per cent 
were still breastfeeding. 


NHS East of England launched 
a regional breastfeeding 
framework in January, providing a 
strategic approach for the NHS to 
create an environment aimed at 
increasing rates of breastfeeding 
initiation and duration. 

Birte Harley-Lame, regional 
strategic lead for maternity 
services, insists breast is best. 

She said: “Breast milk gives a 
baby all the nutrients it needs for 
the first six months of life. 

“Each day and week that a 
mother continues to breastfeed 
builds the baby’s protection 
against infections and 
strengthens their ability to fight 
disease. 

“Breastfed babies are less likely 
to develop health problems 
including stomach infections and 
diabetes and less likely to become 
obese as adults.” 

She added: “Breastfeeding is 


good for mothers, too. It helps 
them to lose the weight gained in 
pregnancy as well as protecting 
them by reducing the chances of 
getting illnesses later in life - 
women who breastfeed have a 
significantly lower risk of cancer. 

“Mums are the baby milk 
experts, because only their body 
can make the ingredients that 
help protect their baby from 
infection and disease. 

“Milk formula companies can’t 
make these.”

Council pledge to clean up ‘neglected’ roundabout 


MOTORISTS have called for an 
overgrown and neglected 
roundabout to be cleaned up. 

The Weekly News has been 
bombarded with complaints 
about the state of the round¬ 
about, near the Saxon Business 
Park, along the A10. 

They are demanding that 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, which is responsible for the 
roundabout, cuts the grass and 
tidies it up. 


Jenny Palmer, of Wisbech 
Road, Littleport, said: “The 
roundabout looks absolutely 
awful. 

“It’s so overgrown I don’t 
think the grass has been cut for 
months. 

“The A10 from Littleport is 
one of the key routes into Ely 
and it’s just a bad image for 
people driving in. 

“I drive along that stretch 
most days and it frustrates me 


every time I see it. All the other 
roundabouts are tidy yet this 
one seems to be ignored.” 

Another disgruntled driver, 
David Willows, of Columbine 
Road, Ely, said: “I was driving 
on the A10 the other day when 
I realised just how shabby one 
of the roundabouts is - the one 
between Littleport and Ely, 
where there is the turning to 
The Grange housing develop¬ 
ment. 


“I’ve never seen such an 
overgrown and scruffy looking 
roundabout and the council 
should be ashamed.

Recreation plans 
are worth a look

know that a presentation by the 
architects of the proposed new 
sports village will be given to the 
community services committee, on 
Monday at 6pm. 

This is, of course, a public meeting 
and a great opportunity for 
interested residents to see just what 
is being proposed and whether they 
would prefer to work towards this 
option, rather than throw good 
money after bad on the existing 
facility. 

There are numerous factors in 
favour of Downham Road being the 
preferred site: 


1. Size: the Paradise site cannot be 
much more than an acre, whereas 
we have 15 acres of land that 
taxpayers already own at Downham 
Road. 

2. Ely Sports Club is located 
alongside the proposed new site 
and some facilities, such as parking 
and playing fields, can be shared 
with them. 

3. The Paradise land, also owned by 
taxpayers, is worth millions more 
than the Downham Road site and 
could be used to bring greater 
benefit to the city. 

4. Plentiful parking at Downham 
Road will attract people from across 
the district whose patronage will be 
very welcome, not just by the sports 
village, but by Ely traders in general, 
who will benefit from linked 
leisure/shopping trips. Anyone 
familiar with trying to park at the 
Paradise site will know how difficult 
this can be at the moment. 

5. A park and ride from Downham 
Road is very likely. 

6. Choosing to build at Downham 
Road means that there need be no 
long period of time with no sports 
facilities at all. Refurbishing the 
Paradise centre would take two 
years at least.

Court earmarked 
for closure again

THE battle to save Ely Magist¬ 
rates’ Court from closure is back 
on. 

Plans to shut the doors on the city’s 
historic courthouse have resurfaced, the 
Weekly News can confirm. 

Just months after court staff were told 
the building had been given a last minute 
reprieve, Her Majesty’s Court Service 
(HMCS) has announced it could now be 
closed for good. 

Employees believe it is now too late to 
do anything to prevent the building being 
boarded up 

A member of staff, who did not want to 
be named, said: “I think this is it now. 

“We did everything we could to keep 
the court open the first time these plans 
were announced and the whole comm¬ 
unity tried their best. 

“But I think it is too late this time 
round.” 

Another employee added: “If the court¬ 
house closes down, how are local people 
meant to know what activity is going 
around them? 

“I really would be such a shame.” 

HMCS is now asking for the public’s

views on whether to close 103 magist¬ 
rates’ and 54 county courts across Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

Ely Magistrates’ Court is one of those 
described as “underused and inadequate”, 
as is Huntingdon County Court and 
Wisbech Magistrates’ Court. 

HMCS says it could save around 
£15million a year in running costs if 
underused courts were closed down. 

If Ely’s courthouse is closed, defendants 
would have to travel to Cambridge for 
their cases to be heard. There would be no 
specific Ely or East Cambridgeshire court 
list, as there is currently. 


But Courts Minister Jonathan Djangoly 
insists the Government is “committed to 
supporting local justice”. 

He said: “When public finances are 
under pressure, it is vital to eliminate 
waste and reduce costs. 

“The Government is committed to 
supporting local justice, enabling justice 
to be done and seen to be done in our 
communities. 

“The arrangements we have are 
historical and now need to be re-assessed 
to ask whether they properly meet the 
needs of communities as they are today. 

“We now have the opportunity to think 
afresh about how we can create a more 
modern fit-for-purpose justice system in 
line with the way we live our lives today. 

“We should not think about access to 
justice as simply a question of length of 
the journey to the nearest court. 

“In the future, we need to look at 
whether, through the more effective use 
of video and telephone links and other 
technology, including online services, we 
can improve the public’s experience of the 
justice system.”

Ofsted hails school’s

PRIMARY school teachers, 
pupils and parents are cele¬ 
brating after Government 
inspectors named it ‘good’ 
in all areas. 

The quality of teaching, the 
behaviour of students and the 
leadership of St Andrew’s Primary 
School in Soham has been praised 
by Ofsted, following its latest 
inspection.

“Pupils say they find learning 
enjoyable and this was confirmed 
through lesson observations.” 

The inspectors found that a 
wide range of visitors and visits, 
including residential trips, added 
significantly to pupils’ interest. 

“Sporting, musical and artistic 


opportunities are abundant, with 
many pupils taking up the opport¬ 
unities,” they added. 

Inspectors also said that pupils 
behaved well and were enthus¬ 
iastic learners, taking full advant¬ 
age of the wide range of cur¬ 
riculum opportunities on offer. 

They praised the work of the 
school’s senior leadership team 
and governing body, adding that 
self-evaluation was rigorous and 
there had been a clear and succ¬ 
essful focus on improving the 
quality of teaching and raising 
standards. 

The school was encouraged to 
further accelerate progress in 
mathematics, enhance pupils’ 
understanding of different cultures 
and backgrounds and raise the 
quality of teaching for children in 
the Early Years Foundation Stage.

Call for an end 
to traffic chaos 


FURIOUS motorists 
are calling for up¬ 
grades to a height- 
restricted railway 
bridge. 

Drivers want Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council to 
either build a new, higher 
bridge near Ely Railway 
Station or lower the road 
running underneath it. 

The plea comes after a 
van became wedged 
underneath the bridge, 
which is renowned for 
causing havoc with drivers. 

It took emergency serv¬ 
ices more than four hours 
to free the van after it got 
stuck on June 15, causing 
huge tailbacks along the 
A142 and through Ely’s city 
centre. 

Frustrated Soham resi¬ 
dent John Pendrey, of Ban¬ 
croft Lane, urged the 
county council to find a 
solution. 

He said: “I saw the panel 
van jammed under the 
bridge and laughed. 

“If the road surface were 
lowered by about six inches 
it would cut out about 90 
per cent of the vehicles that 
get stuck from suffering this 
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regular occurrence. 

“An alternative would be 
to install a form of weigh¬ 
bridge under the length of 
the bridge, allowing the 
vehicles moving onto the 
weighbridge to depress it, 
thus providing power to 
pump out any level of water 
in the weighbridge hole. 

“The bridge structure 
could also fire a beam at all 
vehicles approaching the 
bridge and sound a very 
loud claxon to all vehicles 
of excessive height.” 

Another resident, Martha 
Woods, from Stuntney, said: 
“Why has something not 
been done to either make 
the bridge higher, make the 
road lower or change it so 
that all vehicles can pass 
under it? 

“Over the years there 
have been so many collis¬ 
ions there and I don’t think 
it’s long before someone is 
seriously hurt. 

“We’re in 20 JO now and 
such low bridges like this 
should be a thing of the 
past.” 


Another motorist, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “Yes, alterations would 
cost money but they would 
be an investment for the 
long term. 

“To have high vehicles 
crashing into a bridge 
because it is too low is 
ridiculous. Doesn’t it tell 
councillors that something 
urgently needs to be done?” 

But the county council 
says drivers are the prob¬ 
lem, not the bridge. 

A spokesman for the 
authority said: “The bridge 
has early warning signs in 
both directions giving 
motorists sufficient time to 
stop and take the alter¬ 
native route. 

“There are even height 
sensors either side and in 
both approaches that flash 
when a tall vehicle like a 
van or lorry is approaching. 

“If a driver is not paying 
attention to these or 
chooses to ignore them 
then they are going to get 
stuck underneath it. 

“It is more a case of 
driver awareness needing 
increasing than changes 
being needed at the 
bridge.”

Electrical 
fault sparks 
factory fire 

FIREFIGHTERS were called 
to a paper recycling factory 
after a fire broke out in a 
conveyer belt.

Soham. 

Two fire crews from the 
town, one crew from Ely and 
another crew from New¬ 
market, were called to the 
factory, in Northfield Road, at 
3.50pm on Tuesday, fune 22. 

They arrived to find the 
flames were inside the con¬ 
veyer belt system and used 
two hose reels and a jet to 
prevent the blaze from 
spreading. 

Crews spent more than six 
hours dampening down mat¬ 
erials on and close to the 
conveyer to ensure the fire 
was fully extinguished. 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “Although this 
was not a large fire, crews had 
to spend a long time on site 
to make sure the fire was fully 
extinguished. 

“With it happening at a 
paper recycling factory, the 
materials surrounding the 
conveyer belt were extremely 
flammable but crews man¬ 
aged to prevent it from 
spreading and eventually 
returned to base at 10.40pm.” 

Investigations were carried 
out and proved the fire start¬ 
ed accidentally, as a result of 
an electrical fault. 


Call for answers 
over club’s fliers

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A NIGHTCLUB owner is 
demanding answers after an 
off-duty police officer all¬ 
egedly reprimanded a mem¬ 
ber of his staff. 

Shaun Hammett, owner of Ely’s 
new nightclub, Iniquity, said he was 
left “flabbergasted” after a female 
member of his promotional staff 
returned to the club “shaken and 
distressed”.

But he claims one of his staff 
members was approached by an 
off-duty policeman who told her to 
stop, saying he did not approve of 
such promotional work in Ely. 

Mr Hammett described the man’s 
actions as “ridiculous”. 

He said: “The girl came back to 
the club quite shaken and distress¬ 
ed.

“It was obvious he had really told 
her off but I don’t see what the 
problem is. 

“In every city I’ve ever been to 
there are people handing out fliers 
and leaflets promoting nightclubs 
and events. 

“It’s ridiculous to be offended by 
that - what harm does it do? 

“I’d like to know what the 
problem is but obviously I didn’t 
send her or the others back out into 
the city because I want to have a 
good working relationship with the 
police.” 


A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary said there was no 
record of the incident. 

He added: “We also cannot con¬ 
firm whether it was a Cambridge¬ 
shire officer who made the comm¬ 
ents - he could have been an off- 
duty officer from anywhere. 

“However, anyone is free to hand 
out flyers so long as they are not 
offensive to members of the public 
and do not incite hatred or 
encourage illegal acts of any kind.” 

Hundreds of revellers piled 
through the club’s doors over the 
weekend, including more than 300 
on Friday’s launch night. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
Mr Hammett has spent £30,000 
renovating the premises, which 
used to be The Glass House club. 

Residents have voiced their 
concerns over noise and litter. But 
Mr Hammett said: “I have visited all 
nearby residents now to reassure 
them. 

“I’m here to do well in Ely and not 
to annoy people. I will be doing 
everything to make sure there is 
nothing to grumble about.”

And now we 
feel the cathedral has hijacked that 
success and left us out of it so that they 
can benefit themselves. 


“It’s just not fair to suddenly not want 
an organisation to be involved in an 
event that they started up in the first 
place.” 

Mr Sutherland added: “The club would 
like to express their deepest gratitude to 
all the sponsors, visiting musicians, 
fellow Rotary clubs and supporters for 
their generous help and support over the 
years.” 

Since it started, the annual carol 
concert, which attracts hundreds of 
people each year, has raised more than 
£128,000 for charities, including East 
Anglia’s Children’s Hospice, Magpas, 
Relief and CLIC Sargent.

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TWO millionaires jailed for killing a 
young couple after crashing into 
them at lllmph have failed in 
their bid to have their prison 
sentences reduced. 

Ely business partners Mary Butres, 48, 
and John Nichols, 59, were jailed after being 
convicted of killing Mark Compton, 20, and 
his 19-year-old girlfriend Jodie Brown. 

Butres was speeding along the A1 near 
Grantham, Lincolnshire, in Nichols’ 4.2- 
litre Jaguar XJ8 “like a bullet”, with him in 
the passenger seat, following a day at the 
races, when she ploughed into the couple. 

She was sentenced to seven-and-a-half 
years at Nottingham Crown Court in 
January after previously admitting two 
charges of causing death by dangerous 
driving. 

Nichols was also jailed for four years on 
February 2 after a jury convicted him of the 
same charges, insisting he allowed her to 
get behind the wheel. 

They were back in the dock at London’s 
Criminal Appeal Court on Tuesday in a bid 
to get their sentences slashed. 

But the judges dismissed their cases, 
saying the jail terms were “not even 
arguably excessive”. 

Mr Justice Holman, sitting with Lord 
Justice Moses and Mrs Justice Rafferty said: 
“There is no doubt that this is a very serious 
case. 

“It has been thoroughly appalling in its 
consequences for the many people who 
have been touched by it.” 

The collision occurred on the evening of 
May 12, 2007. Mr Compton was driving on 
the southbound carriageway of the A1 at 
Great Ponton when he hit an area of surface 
water and lost control of his Ford Fiesta, 
coming to a stop on the central reservation. 

He and Miss Brown, both from Gran¬ 
tham, walked with Miss Brown’s older 
brother Nicholas to look for a suitable point 
to cross to the nearside of the carriageway. 

But as they were doing so, Butres lost 
control of Nichols’ car after hitting the same 
stretch of water and ploughed into the trio. 
Nicholas Brown was left with horrific 
injuries. 

Tests revealed Butres was one-and-a-half 
times over the legal limit. 

Dismissing their challenges, Mr Justice 
Holman added: “The lives of the victims 
and their families have been utterly 
devastated forever.” 


Close call for crop

after a shed caught fire. 

Firefighters were called to the blaze in 
Northfield Road, Soham, just before 6pm 
last Thursday 

Two crews from the town arrived to find 
a 5m by 20m shed well alight and man¬ 
aged to prevent the flames spreading to 
the nearby field using two hose reels and 
two jets within a hour.

Mum bungles 

clotfilng theft 


A DRUNKEN shoplifter tried 
to steal so many clothes that 
the bag she stuffed them in 
split as she tried to escape, a 
court heard. 

Beverley Parker, 38, went on the 
theft spree in Ely’s Peacocks store 
after downing a bottle of vodka on 
a park bench. 

The alcoholic entered the store 
on the afternoon of June 2 with two 
plastic bags from the city’s Iceland 
supermarket and bundled £176 
worth of garments into them. 

But as the mother-of-four went 
to leave, the bags split and the 
clothes fell onto the floor. 

Parker then asked staff for more 
bags and bundled some of the 
clothes into them before walking 
out. 

She was stopped by an eagle- 
eyed security guard. Parker, who 
only had £2.62 on her at the time, 
was then arrested outside the front 
of the store. 

She pleaded guilty at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court to a charge of shop¬ 
lifting and a charge of attempted 
theft from a shop. 

But Adam Haselhurst, mitiga¬ 
ting, said Parker was so intoxicated 
at the time that she has no rec¬ 
ollection of the theft. 

He said: “Even though this inci¬ 
dent happened at around 5pm on 
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a Wednesday, my client was 
extremely intoxicated and has 
absolutely no recollection of what 
happened. 

“She had drunk a bottle of vodka 
in the afternoon and is also on 
heavy medication for her 
depression so the combination of 
the two did not help. 

“My client does have a drink 
problem and is currently living 
with a friend. 

“She is sorry for what she did but 
simply cannot remember doing it.” 

The court heard how Parker, of 
The Street, Great Barton, Bury St. 
Edmunds, was also in breach of 
two conditional discharges 
following shoplifting offences 
earlier this year. 

Dr Christine Shaw, presiding 
magistrate, said: “I am concerned 
about the number of shoplifting 
offences that have taken place in a 
short period of time. 

“It is clear that your drinking 
habits need to be addressed.” 

Parker was placed on a six- 
month supervision order, where 
the probation service will work 
with her to address her alcoholism. 

She was also ordered to pay £50 
court costs.

A MAN has been left £75 out of pocket 
after stealing a Cornish pasty worth less 
than£l. 

Ashley Bowen, 20, admitted he felt

Although 
wonderful while it lasts, 
once the applause has petered 
out, the looks have faded and 
the fame has dwindled, what 
do the stars of yesteryear have 
to live for? 

This is the question asked by 
Ronald Harwood in Quartet, which 
has been revived for a national tour. 

Quartet is set in a retirement home 
for superannuated opera singers. 

Their voices have long gone, their 
careers done and dusted. All that the 
inmates, as they refer to themselves, 
have to fall back on is memories, and 
one another’s company, not to 
mention the maintenance of an old 
operatic hierarchy which keeps them 
segregated from mere chorus singers. 

This routine they quietly enjoy until 
a newcomer puts noses out of joint. 
Not only does Jean, a very grand 


former soprano, flatly refuse to 
perform the quartet from Rigoletto at 
the home’s annual Verdi celebration, 
she also, it turns out, used to be 
married to one of the residents, who 
is still carefully licking his wounds. 

The inspiration for Quartet came to 
Harwood when he saw a BBC 
documentary called Tosca’s Last Kiss, 
about a retirement home near Milan. 

“It was about Verdi’s home near 
Milan, which he left for old opera 
singers and musicians. It was a most 
moving film and years later it came 
back to me as an idea for a play. I was 
very flattered when I went to see the 
Italian production in Milan and the 
president of the Verdi home said to 
me, did I go there to do research?” 

The play was first performed in 
1999 to great success. Timothy West, 
who is in the revival cast, remembers 
chortling when he saw it. 

“But to look at it in a slightly 
different angle might be interesting,” 



he says. “I think it’s a slightly more 
serious play than it was treated as 
before. Possibly because I’m getting a 
bit older myself.” 

West plays Wilfred, still lively 
despite the recent loss of his wife of 
35 years. There is certainly enough 
darkness to chew on, including 
loneliness, poverty, dementia and 
death. But Susannah York, on reading 
the play, found the whole thing “a 
charming subject”. 

She plays the splendid Jean, a 
great diva now hobbling on a stick 
until she gets a new hip. “They’re all 
quite fractious,” she says, “but the 
spark of real humanity keeps going.” 

Although age’s indignities are a 


common experience for everyone, all 
the cast agree that there is something 
particularly pointed about the play for 
members of their profession, even if 
they’re not actual singers. 

“It is about losing fame, losing your 
skills and how do you cope with that,” 
says Gwen Taylor, who plays Cissy, 
an old mezzo who is gaily losing her 
marbles. 

“Do you continue to see yourself 
as an important star or do you let it 
fade away and forget about it?” 

The fear of not being remembered 
gnaws away at older actors. “Casting 
directors are very young nowadays 
and have quite short memories,” 
remarks West, who made his name 


as Edward VII on television before 
many casting directors were born. 

“You may think you’ve done a lot in 
your life but the people who might 
employ you have never even heard of 
you. Or think you’re already dead.” 

Fortunately for Quartet’s quartet, 
Harwood’s play is a perfect vehicle 
for the senior thespian. That and its 
universal subject must explain its 
popularity abroad. The next set of 
anxieties arrives when the cast get to 
the rehearsal room. 

“The characters have anxiety about 
memory,” says York, “It gets more 
difficult as you get older. That is very 
familiar for many actors. Underneath 
the bravado, the fear of not being able 


to work is something that I think all 
older people feel.” 

Harwood recalls that anxiety during 
the first preview of the play in 
Guildford. “I said to my wife, ‘Well, 
this won’t come into London: they’ll 
never know it. And on the first night it 
was faultless. Actors are very 
extraordinary beings.” 

For the cast of Quartet, work has 
happily not dried up either. 

“Somebody’s got to play the old 
duffers,” says West.

The big film 


GET HIM TO THE GREEK (15,109 
mins) Comedy. Russell Brand,

SUPPORTING characters can make a 
film. 

James Bond wouldn’t have his licence 
to thrill without diabolical villains Jaws 
and Oddjob or alluring sex kittens 
Honey Ryder and Pussy Galore. 

Darth Vader’s heavy breathing booms 
across the Star Wars universe and 
Batman would be little more than a 
bored billionaire in a fancy dress 
without the demented Joker. 

Gollum was precious to the Lord Of 
The Rings trilogy and Stanley 
Kubrick’s 2001: A Space Odyssey 
wouldn’t be quite as epic without 
omnipresent computer HAL-9000. 
However, these characters linger on 
the periphery for a reason: we love 
their eccentricities in small, 
concentrated doses. 

Get Him To The Greek foolishly 
promotes a supporting player - 
Russell Brand’s egotistical rock star 
Aldous Snow from the 2008 
relationship comedy Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall-to centre stage in his own 
film. You can have too much of a good 
thing and we have our fill of Aldous’s 
sexist outbursts well before the first 
hour. 



After years of dizzying success, 
Aldous releases the album African 
Child, which is lambasted by critics. 
One deems it the third worst thing to 
happen to Africa after war and famine. 
Soon after, the singer breaks up with 
girlfriend Maggie Q (Byrne) and falls 
into disrepute in London. 

During a pitch meeting with crazed 
record company supremo Sergio 
(Combs), underling Aaron Green (Hill) 
hits upon the brilliant idea of a 10th 
anniversary comeback concert to 
celebrate Snow’s most famous live 
outing at the legendary Greek Theater 
in Los Angeles. 

Despite initial reservations, Sergio 
eventually agrees and issues his 
minion with an ultimatum: “From the 
moment you touch down, you have 
72 hours to get Aldous Snow to the 
Greek.” 


Unfortunately, Aldous loves to party, 
leading to a series of debauched 
encounters that jeopardise Aaron’s 
relationship with his girlfriend Daphne 
(Moss). 

Get Him To The Greek is a filthy- 
minded road movie pairing a sweet, 
lovable everyman with a swaggering 
lech, who asks for Aaron’s honest 
opinion ot African Child and when he 
gets it, responds icily, “There’s a layer 
of respect, admittedly, for your 
truthfulness, but it’s peppered with 
hate.” 

Rapport between the leads is 
lukewarm, giving Combs the 
opportunity to scene steal as the 
bullish music maven with a large 
family to support. 

Writer-director Nicholas Stoller 
contrives some sporadically hilarious 
sequences including a hallucinogenic 
brawl at a Las Vegas casino, and the 
songs and music videos for Aldous 
and Jackie Q are a foul-mouthed 
delight. 

However, he also pads out the running 
time with dull interludes such as 
Aldous’ reunion with his father 
(Meaney) and a threesome involving 
Daphne that leaves us feeling 
uncomfortable. 

Like the LP which takes the lustre off 
Aldous’s glittering career, Get Him To 
The Greek hits too many bum notes.

GARDENING 


Welcome rainfall brings 
out some tough culprits 



Problem weed: bindweed is difficult to eradicate as its rhizomes grow 
deep, break easily into fragments and then form new plants. 


S UMMER showers 
always perk up 
plants, but rainfall at 
this time of year is a 
double-edged sword. 

Yes, showers are good for the 
garden, plants look refreshed 
and a heavy downpour saves 
masses of time on watering, 
but they also bring out slugs, 
snails and, worst of all, weeds. 

No sooner have you weeded 
the beds and borders during a 
fine spell, than you’ll have to 
do it again following a 
downpour, as seedlings 
emerge and difficult perennial 
weeds such as ground elder, 
couch grass and bindweed do 
their worst, climbing up plants 
or spreading their 
underground roots so they are 
virtually impossible to 
eradicate. 

Of course, the answer with 
annual weeds is to hoe 
regularly between your 
beloved shrubs and edibles, 
cutting the weed seedlings off 
before they really take hold. If 
you let them flower you’ll 
regret it as they’ll shed seed 
everywhere and reappear later 
on, giving you more work. 

But perennial weeds are the

true bugbear of the gardener. If 
you have an issue with 
bindweed, digging out what 
you can on a regular basis will 
reduce the problem but it 
won’t kill it, as the rhizomes are 
deep and easily break into 
fragments, each of which 
produces a new plant. 

Ground elder is another 
invasive nuisance, its 
underground rhizomes taking 
hold and often smothering 
those of neighbouring plants. 

It can also spread by seed. 

Hoeing and digging is 
difficult because of its habit of 
creeping among the plants you 
want to keep. 

The other bane of the 
gardener’s life is couch grass, 
its strong spikes always 
appearing where you don’t 


want them, among plants in 
beds and borders. They are 
difficult to eradicate but not 
impossible as the rhizomes are 
quite shallow and you can 
loosen the soil and gently 
follow the trail of the rhizome 
without breaking it, pulling out 
long intact lengths of it. 

Pearlwort is another defiant 
perennial weed which seems 
to have made its way into my 
garden over the years. It is 
commonly found on paths or 
in closely-mown grass and is 
often mistaken for moss, but it 
spreads out and produces tiny 
white flowers. 

As it doesn’t grow much 
above ground level and 
because it roots as it spreads, 
it’s almost impossible to 
eradicate because if you try to 
pull it out some pieces of stem 
and root will be left behind, 
which will then come back. 

The best way to tackle it is to 
put a thick mulch over it. 

With many perennial weeds, 
you’ll either need to cover 
them with a weed-suppressing 
membrane or treat them on a 
dry, still day with systemic 
weedkiller, which will be 
ingested by the plant and so 
kill its roots. After a few weeks 


you should be able to dig up 
and dispose of the dead roots, 
although you must remain 
vigilant and deal with any 
weeds which may return if you 
missed a bit. 

Of course, there are 
measures which will deter 
weeds. A thick mulch (at least 
10cm (4in) deep) between 
plants in borders, and good 
ground cover plants such as 
hardy geraniums will all help. 
Alternatively you could cover 
bare, moist soil with clear 
plastic in summer so that the 
surface soil gets hot - 
scorching and killing weed 
seeds. 

If your borders are awash 
with perennial weeds, you may 
have to think about starting 
again. Dig up all the plants you 
want to keep and plant them 
in a temporary spot or in a pot, 
cover the soil in the border 
with a layer of old carpet and 
wait for the weeds to die. It will 
take patience, perhaps a year 
or more, but it’ll be worth it. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Penstemon 

Voted the plant of the 
month for June by the 
Horticultural Trades 


Association, penstemons were 
first popularised in the UK by 
Victorian plant-hunters such 
as David Douglas, and have 
since been hybridised in 
nurseries providing the many 
cultivars that are now firmly 
established as stars of the 
summer border. Whether you 
choose E ‘Garnet’, ’Firebird’ or 
‘Port Wine’, penstemons are 
incredibly easy to grow and 
only require a little care and 
attention from time to time. 


Their main requirement is 
good drainage and a sunny 
position in the garden. They 
can be grown either in a 
border or in decorative 
containers to be placed on the 
patio or by the front door. Most 
penstemons are hardy, have a 
bushy habit and flower 
through summer to autumn. 
The majority of cultivars can 
also survive a British winter if 
the crown is protected with a 
dry mulch.

“There was Jean’s passing, then a run of home 
meetings, which took a lot of organising, as 
well as arranging the funeral and a few other 
matters, it all come at once and took its toll. 

“It is the culmination of everything happening 
and I don’t want it to have any detriment on 
my health, which has already happened with 
stress. 

“My friends and family mean a lot more to me 
than being involved in speedway in this way.” 
Fen Tigers co-chairman John Adams 
commented: “Ray has been talking about this 
since Jean died as he is finding it very difficult 
to carry on and feels the best way to move on 
is to find a buyer. 

“Many of us thought he may have carried on 
but it is very difficult circumstances and a lot 
of people probably do not realise the immense 
amount of paperwork that goes into running a 
club like Mildenhall on a daily basis. It takes 
the lion’s share of your life. 

“The club is now a going concern and I know
